No Word In Washington 


Washington, Oct. 27.— Up to 10:^0 


no word was received -at the White 
House regarding the accident to the 
Magnolia. Secretary Metcall I was un- 
able to get into communication with 
the lighthouse service In the New Or- 
leans district, but there is no tears 
felt here for the Presidents safety.

New- Orleans, La,, Oct. 27.—The 


cruiser squadron of the North Atlan- 
tic fleet, with* President 
Roosevelt 


aboard the flagship West Virginia,

The squadron, which is un- 


der command of Rear Admiral Brown- 
son, consists of the West Virginia, 
Colorado, Pennsylvania 
ana 
Mary- 


land. As the warships passed out to 
sea salutes >were fired, by the. forts; 
and all the ships in the harbor dip- 
ped their, flags in compliment'to the 
President. 


Throughout the entire trip tbe ves- 


sels will be in touch, with .land by 
wireless telegraphy, the cruisers- be- 
ing fitted with apparatus putUng them 
in connection with the naval wire- 
less telegraph stations 
along 
the 


shore. 
It .is not known -just when 


the President .will arrive off Old Point 
Comfort, but the cruisers traveling 
at sixteen knots an hour, and five 
knots faster than the Gulf stream 
will probably reach ihelr destination 
next Monday. ' The possible danger of 
an accident to the machinery of the 
West Virginia is 'obviated by the pres- 
ence of the accompanying warships.

protect the basement. 
Time has> 


changed all of this, however. Busi- 
ness, houses have been erected on'ev- 
ery side and the present owner com- 
plied with" the general demand for' 
stores and altered the house accord- 
ingly. Partitions that separated rooms 
were removed, and tbe entire front 
changed, so'that now all that remains 
of the old Roosevelt home, as it for- 
merly existed, is the high steps, the 
basement and attic. 


The second floor of the house is 


occupied by the Roosevelt Home club, 
and it is their Intention to buy the 
property, restoring it, as> nearly as 
possible, to its original condition. It 
was in what are now their club-rooms 
that the President was born. Almost 
the only thing'left of the room, as it 
was then, is the white marble man- 
tel. The club members have placed 
their piano beside this to marlc the 
ypot where the natal bed stood.

terview with Emperor Nicholas last 
week, at which it was agreed that the 
time 'had come to limit the autocratic 
power and give the people a-real share 
in the.government of the empire. 


The emperor asked Count Witte to 


speak frankly, and after listening to 
•the statesman's exposure of the. situ- 
ation he appeared to be.utterly, un- 
nerved by the deplorable state of at- 
'fairs, and cried- out.that be was weary 
'of-the-'struggle /and..felt like- leaving 
all and .fleeing to .Darmstadt, hence 
probably the origin of the .report that 
the 'emperor was going .abroad. 


, Count Wltte, however, told the em- 
peror that in his opinion not even a 
republic coul'd now'save 'Russia from 
anarchy. It was 'the emperor's duty 
to 'the people and the country to face 
the situation,.by jneeting ^the' classes, 


namely, to abrogate tne autocratic 
power and grant a constitution by cre- 
ating a ministry responsible alike to 
the crown and the representatives of 
tbe nation. 


Witte's Hand to Guide. 


The emperor has finally accepted, 


requesting Count Witte to draft a 
project which in outline he approved 
last Sunday when the count agreed to 
accept the premiership on condition 
that he- could name the ministers and . 
that they should report to tbe czar 
only through himself as head of the 
cabinet. : 
It is reported that Count Witte, 


simultaneously with the promulgation 
of the cabinet statute, will issue a 
proclamation defining bis policy and' 
asking the nation.to give a fair trial 
to the new governmental system and 
resist the efforts of the revolutionaries 
to throw - the entire country into a 
state of anarchy.
